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Careless students blight campus 


After expressing disgust at 
the cluttered condition of the 
campus, ASSSC President John 
Fitzgerald issued an order to 
bus up or ship out concerning 
the use of the Student Lounge. 

Fitzgeraid noted that the 
Lounge situation was just part 
of the over-all mess on cam- 
pus. It seems the problem of 
getting students to bus their 
dishes in the Snack Bar is al- 
most insur mountable, and as for 
the destruction of Library 


The only conclusion that can 
be drawn he stated, is that 
concern is not enough, The 
first problem to be tackled 
is that of the Student Lounge. 


THOUGHT WRONG 

When the Board of Direc- 
tors rescinded the policy of 
no food or beverages in the 
Lounge in October of 1962, 
it was thought that the stu- 
dents were capable of clean- 
ing up after themselves. But 
since the beginning of the year 
the Lounge has been in a clut- 
tered condition at best. 

As it is, Fitzgerald an- 
nounced, the janitorial service 
has been cleaning up the Lounge 
at their own expense. But it 
has gotten to the point where 
they will not continue to do so, 


It isn’t their job to clean it 
up in the first place, and in 
the second place it’s the stu- 
dents’ responsibility. 
TARNISHES IMAGE 

When students fail to bus 
their dishes it usually leaves 
a bad impression on the pub- 
lic, Fitzgerald noted. The pub- 
lic, which must come to the 
Lounge to purchase tickets for 
all student activities, must wade 
through the clutter left by the 
students. 

Fitzgerald stated that the 
ASSSC has three alternatives 
to the present crisis. 

The first possibility is that a 
student be hired to clean up 
the Lounge. This they’re not 
going to do because it is too 
costly. So it only leaves two 
choices. 

CONTINUE CONFIDENCE 

The second possibility, or 
first choice, is that the BOD 
will rescind the rescinded and 
there-by again prohibit food in 
the Lounge. 

The third alternative, andthe 
one that is now being tried, is 
that of continued confidence in 
the students, believing that they 
will bus their dishes and ciean 
up after themselves. 

Unless this works, the second 
alternative will be put into 
effect.

Open house will acquaint students, 
public with Engineering advances 


Dr. Edward Teller, father of 
the H-bomb, will speak Tues- 
day, February 18, at a con- 
vocation, which is being held in 
conjunction with the week’s 
events. 





Students will demonstrate the 
use of some of the latest scien- 
tific equipment during open 
house in the Engineering and 
Science Departments February 
17 to 21. 

Conducted tours and displays 
will be available to students 
and the public from 1:30 p.m. 
to 5 p.m. and from 7 p.m, to 
9:30 p.m. Thursday, February 
20, in the two Engin@ering 
Buildings and five Science 
Buildings. 

How to make water run up 
hill will be demonstrated by 
Engineering students through 
the use of a model culvert 
and actual hydraulic model, Ron 
Hurlbut, Engineering represen- 
tative, announced. 

Open house displays will in- 
clude a demonstration of non- 
destructive testing in which the 
use of radio-active sources is 


employed for taking X-ray pic- 
tures of equipment. The sources 
will be put away, Hurlbut said. 

An LGP-30 computer will 
play blackjack and roulette with 
visitors tothe main Engineering 
Building. 

Small samples of metal cast- 
ings will be available to visitors 
during open house hours, The 
meiting furnaces will be op- 
erating and students will be 
making the sample metal casts. 

A functioning gas turbine en- 
gine from England will demon- 
strate the gas consumption and 
power provided by this type of 
engine. 

Through the use of ultra- 
sonic sound equipment, en- 
gineering students will demon- 
strate how to test concrete and 
steel materials. 

Students designed an air gun 
in which a 3/8 inch steel ball 
is propelled by air pressure. 
Students using the air gun during 
open house will measure the 
speed of the ball electronically. 
The ball’s momentum is meas- 
ured by impact, 

Other equipment on display 


will include an X-ray defrac- 
tion machine, mass spectro- 
meter, emission spectrometer, 
various analogue computors, 
steam and hydraulic turbines, 
super -sonic and sub-sonic wind 
tunnels, 

A demonstration of the weld- 
ing process will also be in 
operation. Students will be at 
the controls of lathes, milling 
machines. shapers and various 
other equipment, 

Various demonstrations will 
be timed to coincide with the 
guided tours which have been 
scheduled at half hour intervals. 

Each tour will start from 
the faculty parking lot next to 
the engineering building. The 
first one will begin at 1 p.m. 
February 20. Tours will con- 
tinue throughout the afternoon 
until 4:30 p.m. and be held again 
in the evening between 7 and 
9 p.m., Hurlbut said.

The Service was founded even 
before the College moved to 
its present campus in 1952.
